i. clinic. This is the part of sunlight 
wliich has charge of nature's dye works, 
anil gives color to growing vegetation. 
Thin is the ray which printed on the 
peach tbe patriotic words "Vote for 11. 
M. Estee."

When the Populist party undertook to 


gather the labor vote unto itself it cer- 
tainly did not realiie what a fatal ob- 
stacle it bad placed in the way of the 
consummation of that purpose in the 
person of its nominee for governor.

berry, but your correspondent seems to
